Debate over lay 
role unresolved

VATICAN CITY — Lay ministries — 
their form, preparation, tasks and even 
the term ‘‘ministry’’ — have emerged as 
one of the thorniest issues in the Oct. 1-30 
synod on the laity. 

On other main topics, such as women’s 
place in the church or criteria for 
evaluating lay movements, synod 
participants were speaking of a growing 
consensus of views by the third week. 

But the debate over ministries was 
apparently still in full swing, with little 
chance of resolution by synod’s end. 

At the center of the discussion were 
such roles as permanent deacons, lectors 
and acolytes, delegates of the word, 
teachers and catechists, Communion 
distributors, parish administrators, and 
workers in Catholic charity. and social 
programs. 

An Oct. 13 mid-synod summary report 
on the themes, a copy of which was 
obtained by National Catholic News 
Service, posed these questions: 

¢ Which functions should be called 
ministries, which should be called offices 
and which should be called duties? 

@ Which is the competent authority to 
decide or permit these ministries in the 
church? 

e How should non-ordained ministries 
be conferred on the laity? Is a liturgical 
act required or does a juridical act suffice? 

After trying to answer these questions 
in the first four days of group discussions, 
Archbishop John L. May of St. Louis, 
president of the U.S. bishops’ conference, 
said Oct. 20 that there was “‘less 
unanimity’’ on ministries than on other 
issues. 

“‘Clearly there was dissatisfaction in 
descriptions of the role of ordained and 
non-ordained ministries. There is a 
growing grey area between the two, a lack 
of theological and canonical precision, 
which needs correction and then 
development,’’ Archbishop May said at a 
press conference Oct. 20. 

Archbishop May said that a ‘‘strong 
consensus’? had emerged in the small 
groups that all non-ordained ministries 
should be open to men and women. 
Many of the groups specifically asked that 
‘children of both sexes be allowed to 
serve at the altar,’’ he said. 

Archbishop May said it was the feeling 
of many of the groups that the ministries 
of lector and acolyte should either be 
‘‘refashioned as steps to ordination,”’ or if

ALCALA PARK .— The newest 
member of the diocesan Tribunal, Mary 
Jo Gretsinger, is a first for the Diocese of 
San Diego. 

A diocesan judge on the Tribunal since 
Sept. 1, Gretsinger is the first female non- 
Religious member of the body. 

Gretsinger is quick to point out that she 
is not the first lay member of the 
Tribunal. Sister Glenna Raybell, OSB, 
who joined the staff in September 1986, is 
the first lay person on the Tribunal, she 
explained, noting that Vatican II states 
that Sisters are members of the laity. 

With the addition of Gretsinger, the 
Tribunal now includes three full-time 
clerics and two full-time lay persons. 

Gretsinger said she has worked 
primarily on marriage cases since her 
arrival here. But, as a canon lawyer, she 
is available to answer inquiries 
concerning the laws of the church. 

Being a canon lawyer gives her ‘‘the 
opportunity to serve the church as a lay 
person. I can make a contribution and 
serve my brothers and sisters,’’ she said. 

The most enjoyable part of her work 
has been conducting personal interviews 
with people petitioning for annulments of 
their marriages, she said. ‘This is a time 
when healing takes place. I can talk with 
them and answer their questions. 

“Sometimes these people feel cut off 
from the church because their marriages 
have failed. They feel alienated.’’ The 
interview can be the beginning of their 
journey back, she said. 

Because she i is a lay person, Gretsinger 
is not able to act as a sole judge in the 
disposition of a marriage case. A cleric — 


whether a deacon, a priest or a bishop — ~ 


can make a sole ruling on a marriage 
case. ‘“But a lay person must act as a 
college with two other clerics,’’ she said. 

Gretsinger noted that many lay women 
are going into the field of canon law. She 
cited the dioceses of Dallas and Cincinnati 
as two other places with female canonists. 

Gretsinger did not originally set out to 
be a canon lawyer. During her 43 years of 
life, she has been a probation officer, 
alcohol and drug abuse counselor and 
director of religious education. 

‘The hand of God has led me from one 
(career) to another,’’ she explained. 


Born in Los Angeles, Gretsinger 
attended a Catholic elementary school in 
that city. Her family then moved to 
Upland, Calif., where she graduated 
from Upland High School. 


After earning her bachelor’s degree in 
sociology in 1968 from the Domican 
College in San Rafael, Calif., she worked 
two years as a. deputy probation officer for 
Los Angeles County. 


In 1972, she became a civilian 
employee of the U.S. Army, working as 
an alcohol and drug abuse counselor, first 
at Fort Ord, Calif., then in Seoul, South 
Korea. 

During this time, she was a volunteer 


religious education teacher on the army 
base and in her parish. 

In 1979, she obtained a U.S. Army 
position as a full-time director of religious 
education at Fort Riley, Kan. 

While serving there, she decided to 
pursue a master’s degree in religious 
education at the University of San 
Francisco. 

In her first semester at USF, she met a 
Dominican priest who told her about the 
possibility of studying theology in Rome. 
“‘T didn’t know a woman could do this,”’ 
she said. 

In February 1981 Gretsinger went to 


Rome to study at the Pontifical 
University of St. Thomas Aquinas 
(Angelicum), where she earned a 


bachelor’s degree in theology in 1983. 

' Two years later she received a license 
in theology, specializing in moral 
theology. Last June, she earned her 
license in canon law, graduating summa 
cum laude. : 

While studying in Rome, Gretsinger 
said Pope John Paul II gave two birthday 
parties for her. ‘‘My birthday is April 19, 
Twice during my six years there, Easter 
Sunday fell on that date. So the pope said 
Mass for me in St. Peter’s Square,’’ she 
joked, adding that some 250,000 people 
attended the celebration. 

Gretsinger noted that her career 
changes have been evolutionary, rather 
than planned, occurrences. ‘‘My 
volunteer CCD work led to my full-time 
DRE position, which led to my decision 
to study for a master’s in religious 
education, which led to my studying 
theology in Rome, which led to my study 
of canon law.”’ 

Her decision to come to San Diego was 
not unplanned, however. 

While studying in Rome, she became 
acquainted with Benedictine priests and 
learned of Oceanside’s Prince of Peace 
Abbey, where she attended a retreat. 

“‘T decided to become an Oblate of St. 
Benedict in 1983. ... Oblates are lay 
people who don’t necessarily have a 
vocation to the religious life, but who love 
the Benedictines and their way of life and 
want to be affiliated with them,’’ she 
explained. Oblates adapt the rule of St. 
Benedict to their lives as spl people, she 
added. 

Because she wante ‘ to be near Prince 
of Peace. Abbey, the Benedictine 
community she is affiliated with, 
Gretsinger said the San Diego diocese was 
her first choice as a place to work. 

Friendships she built with several San 
Diegans while in Rome was another 
factor in her choice to come here, she 
said. 

Gretsinger said hee studies have not 
ended. A doctoral candidate, she is 
presently working on a thesis in moral 
theology, which she will complete within 
three years. After she finishes it, she 
hopes to teach one or two classes at the 
University of San Diego. 


She also hopes to become actively’ 


involved in working at her parish, Mary, 
Star of the Sea in La Jolla.

Should Catholics dissent? 
_Re: Father (Gerald) Coleman’s piece ‘‘Do good 
Catholics dissent?’’ (Southern Cross, Oct. 16). 

Did Father Coleman provide the headline or did your 
editor write it? It seems obvious that Coleman’s article 
seeks to answer the question, ‘‘Should good Catholics 
dissent?’’ That Catholics, among their hierarchy, clergy 
and theologians who consider themselves ‘‘good,’’ do in 
fact dissent is the reason, of course, that Coleman feels 
called upon to write ashe did. 


His statement may be logically compelling, but only if 
one accepts his personal conscience position — personal 
conscience being the point on which the authoritarian 
approach is most vulnerable and to which the 
magisterium now, as in Luther’s time, has made no 
invincible response except to itself. 


Coleman’s concluding quotation from the 
“‘Constitution on the Church in the Modern World’’ 
leaves the matter wide open: ‘‘Unity in what is necessary, 
freedom in what is unsettled, and charity in any case.”’ 
That is not an answer, but it poses the question. 


Dissent in fact arises out of disagreement about what is 
necessary’ and’ what is unsettled. It is the theologically 
unsophisticated, trying to act morally, who suffer most in 
trying to reconcile what they perceive — and their 
consciences tell them — is necessary and unsettled with 
the unchanging attitude that ‘“‘you can only be right when 
you agree with me.”’

All during Pope John Paul II’s American ‘visit, a 
constant theme in the media, both civil and church, has 
been the alleged dissent of American Catholics. Indeed, 
the pope himself felt compelled to address this issue head 
on. The fact of dissent in American Catholicism is 
certainly undeniable. The general interpretation of this 
dissent is, however, eminently deniable. 

Three major errors are at the 
misinterpretation: 

¢ The first is the almost exclusive focus, and not only 
by secular media of which such narrowness might be 
expected, on the morality of certain sexual practices, 
including compulsory celibacy for priests. 

e The second is the constant contention that this 
American Catholic dissent began in the 1960s. In this 
view, the two major causes of dissent are the Second 
Vatican Council and the achievement of high levels of 
education, professionalism and prosperity by- the large 
body of American Catholics. 

e The third error attributes dissent to liberals, as if 
conservative Catholics did not and do not dissent. 

In reality, dissent in the American Catholic Church 
admits none of these explanations. It is, rather, both long- 
standing and widespread, conservative as well as liberal. 
As such, American dissent participates in the long history 
of dissent in the whole church, from its very beginning. 
One need only recall that without dissent there would be 
no Gentiles in the church. 

The first American Catholic dissent was from the 
established state church, which was customary in both 
Protestant and Catholic nations in Europe. American 
Catholics found nonestablishment not only negatively 
acceptable, but positively challenging. It stimulated the 
entire Catholic population to greater participation in the 
life and activity of the church. : 

Perhaps the most significant single event in the hiscory 
of American Catholicism took place in Maryland, while it 
was still a Catholic state. 

The Jesuits protested to Lord Calvert that the state had 
failed to provide “‘for the church the Immunitye and

the message that our young people hear today from the 
media, from their friends, even from their textbooks. 


But Catholic high schools strongly bear witness to a 
deeper call, one that is more fully human and more deeply 
interpersonal. ‘‘Yes, be these things,’’ Catholic educators 
say, “‘but also be Christian and be community.’’

Responding creatively to the pressures that challenge 
family unity, Catholic high schools work to make the 
family bond a model for Christian community. 


Accepting the call of the Second Vatican Council to 
serve our youth as “‘partners of the parents’’ (Declaration 
on Christian Education, No. 8), high school teachers and 
counselors are firm in their belief that they have 
something to give young people, and-that young people 
have something to give them. 

In the larger society, this sense of mutual giftedness is 
called family; in the Church it is called community. 
Integral to both is a willingness to risk, to communicate, 
to accept and to learn together. 

The counseling departments of the Academy of Our 
Lady of Peace and St. Augustine High School, both in 
San Diego, have chosen the family as the model for this 
kind of openhearted sharing. Calling their program 
‘Parenting: Agony or Ecstacy,’’ the two schools have 
joined their efforts with those of the San Diego Scholastic 
Associates to offer parents and teachers an opportunity to 
learn together the skills and the gifts of family building. 

Soon to begin its second year, ‘‘Parenting II’’ offers 
more than a study of adolescence and its difficulties. Its 
purpose is to help parents and those who share the 
parenting ministry with them to grow in their 
understanding of family hopes and fears. Echoing the 
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priviledges (sic) which she enjoyeth everywhere else.’’ 
Although some prominent citizens wished to accede to the 
Jesuit petition for state support, Lord Calvert prevailed.

One must also recall that Catholic lay people 
participated in the Knights of Labor’s organization of the 
workers into unions.

Finally, it is clear that in practice many Catholics have 
found it possible to be both active church members and 
divorced, and even remarried. This practical ability 
antedates 1966 by far. 

What is, then, the case with American Catholic 
dissent? First of all, in contrast to Europe, where dissent 
has customarily meant departure from the church, 
American Catholics have found it possible to dissent and 
remain active in the church. In accord with the general 
American experience, American Catholics know that 
dissent and consent are both ways of belonging to and 
participating in a given society. They did not learn this in 
the 1960s. ; 

As Harriet Martineau observed already in 1837, ‘“The 
Catholic body is democratic in its politics and made up 
from the more independent occupations. The Catholic 
religion is modified by the spirit of the time in America, 
and its professors are not a set of men who can be priest- 
ridden to any fatal extent.’ 

For American Catholics, dissent is neither new nor 
disloyal. It is one way of being loyal to the church, which 
they are.

Priest shortage called institutional problem

WASHINGTON — The growing 
shortage of Catholic priests in America 
‘gs an institutional problem, not a 
spiritual problem,’’ according to a new 
book by Catholic University of America 
sociologist Dean R. Hoge. 

The shortage ‘‘can be solved through 
institutional measures,’’ the book said. 

The institutional changes which Hoge 
described as having the most potential for 
alleviating the priest shortage were the 
acceptance of married men for ordination 
and the continued expansion of lay 
ministries, already growing rapidly across 
the country. ; 

Among other possible institutional 
changes that he spelled out, but with less 
anticipated impact on the priest shortage, 
were: 

© Redistribution of priests. 

e Recruiting more seminarians. 


e Expanding the permanent 
diaconate. 
e Changing church rules on 


ordination of women, on the permanency

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of men who have left the priesthood. 

The most ‘‘radical and dangerous’’ 
approach, he said, would be to 
concentrate on expanded lay ministries 
and do nothing about the clergy shortage 
itself, because that could lead to a church 


that becomes non-sacramental or 
congrégationalist. 
The church could become non- 


sacramental, he said, because Catholics 
lacking weekly access to Mass may 
become accustomed to living without it. 

Congregationalism is a danger, he said, 
because without initiatives from the 
hierarchy Catholics may. start to ignore 
their bishops and take their own initiative 
to provide the ministers they feel they 
need for their parishes. ~ 

Compared with those options, ‘‘the 
ordination of married men and of women 
is the safest course,’’ with far less impact 
on fundamental church teaching and 
governance, Hoge argued. 

Hoge’s book, ‘“The Future of Catholic 
Leadership: Responses to the Priest 
Shortage,’’ was published by Sheed and 
Ward: It was the product of three years of 
research by Hoge on U.S. Catholic 
priests, seminarians, vocation trends, and 
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attitudes of adult and college-age 
Catholics. 

Pope John Paul II argued in 1981 that 
the vocations shortage is “‘‘part of the 
spiritual crisis which exists in the whole of 
modern civilization.’’ More recently, 
during his visit to the United States in 
September, he called on priests and 
bishops to resist the ‘‘prophets of Doom’’ 
and find the resolution to the vocation 
crisis in prayer — ‘‘the primary way to 
success’? — and in’ renewed faith in “‘the 
power of the Lord of the harvest.”’ 

Hoge rejected the ‘‘spiritual crisis’’ 
argument, saying that ‘“‘there is no 
evidence to support”’ that view. 

A 1983 study showed ‘‘that all the 
middle-class Protestant denominations (in 
the United States) have a surplus of 
clergy,’’ he wrote. ‘“The Catholic Church 
alone has a shortage. Yet both mainline 
Protestants and Catholics live in the midst 
of the same mainstream American 
culture. Their young men attend many of 
the same colleges, watch the same 
television shows, participate in the same 
youth culture, and emerge with similar 
self-conceptions. 

“*The reason for the low enrollment in

“The Sicilian’ lacks punch

The Sicilian focuses on Salvatore 
Giuliano, the man who in 1947 rebelled 
against Sicily’s ruling powers — Mafia, 
landowners, church — and became a 
popular hero who eluded the authorities 
until killed by one of his own followers. 

That’s history, but the screen adapta- 
tion of Mario Puzo’s novel is a total 
shambles. Directed by Michael Cimino, 
the story is told on the level of grand 
opera, in a muddled, disjointed manner 
that suggests a myriad of missing scenes 
that either were never shot or couldn’t be 
used. 

Cimino’s failure is on a grand scale, 
more’s the pity because Christopher 
Lambert’s performance as Salvatore and 
that of Joss Ackland as the Mafia don are 
quite riveting, though they have no 
context to give them any meaning. 

The blame should be shared, however, 
by Steve Shagun, whose often ludicrous 
screenplay not only lacks a narrative sense 
but any sense of Sicilian culture and 
history. 

Because it is such a failure, the movie’s 
blood and gore have more emphasis than 
should have been the case. Graphic 
violence, brief nudity and some rough 
language are also part of the film.

He can’t decide between the nice 
single parent (Suzy Amis) or the strip- 
teaser wife (Diane Lane) of mean-spirited- 
Tommy Lee Jones, who runs a craps 
table for pros. 


He escapes the ruthless big time with 
very little of his integrity intact, but: he 
does choose the right girl. 


Dillon, Lane and company convey 
stone-faced indifference throughout. Bolt 
captures the surface textures of the 
gambling mania that drives the best 
“‘arms’’ of the game but does little with 
the intrigues for ‘‘pay back,’’ or getting 
even, of the pro gambling community the 
film tries to describe. 

This is a story of a youth who succumbs 
to all the temptations of his inexperience 
but essentially remains unscathed. The 
action tends to portray compulsive 
gambling in a positive light, holding it up 
as if it were a craft worthy of development 
for those blessed with basic skills.

Director Belson gets the 
right look of wealthy vulgarity for his 
picture of Beverly Hills life, and the 
goings-on within it are not very 
appealing. 

Caine and Field do their best with the 
material but the roles are not very 
appealing. The comedy is built on the 
premise that living together is better than 
marriage and its legal responsibilities.

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‘Legislation seeks deduction for adoption 


USCC knocks Wilson 
amendment to rights act —

WASHINGTON — An amendment to 
the Civil Rights Restoration Act to be 
proposed by Sen. Pete Wilson, R-Calif., is 
‘‘unacceptable,’’ because it does not 
render the act abortion-neutral, the U.S. 
Catholic Conference said. 

The amendment ‘‘exacerbates’’ the 
abortion-related concerns of the USCC, 
said Mark E. Chopko, USCC general 
counsel, in a letter to Wilson dated Oct. 8 
urging him notto offerit. 

The USCC, public policy arm of the 
U.S. bishops, released the letter Oct. 21. 

Pro-lifers and Catholic Church officials 
fear that if the Civil Rights Restoration Act 
is passed without an abortion-neutral 
amendment, educational, medical and 
similar institutions receiving federal funds 
would be required to provide abortion 
services or benefits. 

In his letter, Chopko urged Wilson.to 
join in support of the ‘‘abortion-neutral’’ 
amendment, known in the Senate as the 
Danforth Amendment and in the House as 
the Tauke-Sensenbrenner Amendment, 
which has the support of the American 
Hospital Association and the Catholic 
Health Association. 

“USCC finds your amendment 
unacceptable,”’ he said. 

If the act is passed without an abortion- 
neutral amendment, 
the Hyde Amendment, which prohibits 
federal funding of abortion by requiring the 
states to pay for them, Chopko said in the 
letter. 

The Civil Rights Restoration Act would 
overturn the Supreme Court’s 1984 Grove 
City College case ruling that only programs 
receiving federal funds in such institutions 
as universities, not the entire institution, 
can face financial penalties for violations of 
civil rights laws. Four laws, including the 
1972 civil rights education amendments, 
wouldbe strengthened. 

The bill has passed a key Senate 
committee but has not seen any action by 
the full Senate.

WASHINGTON — Legislation 
recently introduced into Congress would 
allow tax deductions for adoption 
expenses up to $7,000 and, its supporters 
said, would eliminate what they See as a 


pro-abortion bias in current tax laws.

Abortion can be deducted as a medical 
expense but doctor bills that are part of 
adoption expenses cannot be. 

Known as the ‘‘Fairness to Adopting 
Families Act,’’ the legislation was 
30 by Rep. William 
Lehman, D-Fla., and Sen. Orrin Hatch, 
R-Utah. Co-sponsors were Reps. Frank 
Wolf, D-Va., and Patricia Schroeder, 
D-Colo., and Sen. Paul Simon, D-Ill. 

It would amend the Internal Revenue 
Code of 1986 to provide a deduction for 
expenses of up to $7,000 for adopting a 
foreign child, and up to $5,000 for a 
domestic adoption.

would include 


maternity services, court costs, attorney 
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“‘crippling’’ riders. Amending the act, the 
coalition says, would kill or substantially 
weakenit. 

But pro-lifers ee the Senate bill, $.557, 
would reinforce a 1975 federal government 
interpretation that the education 
amendments’ Title [X section demands 
provision of abortion services. 

_ The amendment proposed by Sen. John 
Danforth, R-Mo., says Congress does not 


intend Title IX to require educational 


institutions, hospitals or other 
organizations to provide or pay for 
abortion services ‘‘over objections of 
principle,’’ according to the USCC. 

It would not, however, prohibit 
organizations from paying for abortion 
coverage if they freely choose to do so, the 
USCC said. : 

On the other hand, the Wilson 
amendment only protects organizations 
with ‘‘religious tenets’? against abortion 
from being forced to fund abortions; it said. 

‘“Because of constitutional restrictions, 
governments do not have religious tenets 
and therefore would not be protected by 
your amendment,’’ Chopko told Wilson in 
hisletter. 

The Wilson amendment, he continued, 
would not protect any public entity subject 
to Title IX that “‘chooses not to perform or 
pay for abortion services, through 
insurance or otherwise, for its employees, 
students or the publicit serves.’’ 

As examples of institutions the 
amendment would not protect he cited 
hospitals and departments that administer 
state Medicaidprograms. 

Title [IX regulations state that ‘‘any 
recipient which provides full, coverage 
health service shall provide gynecological 
care,”’ and stipulate that abortion must be 
treated the same as pregnancy and 
childbirth. 

In his. letter, Chopko also expressed 
concern that language in the Wilson 
amendment would require religious 
organizations to define their religious 
tenets in charters or through their 
governing bodies in order to qualify for 
exemption. This, he said, ‘“‘would provide 
a new license for administrators to 
scrutinize the religious beliefs and 
principles of organizations.”’
